Incidents of the Day in the 


Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The assem- 


bling of the special Hussion of tbe sen- 
ate was witnessed by a large number of 
persons who, as early as 11 o'clock, fill 
ed tbe galleries to their utmost capacity. 


The detk formerly occupied by Sena- 


tor Boroside was tastefully draped with 
black, while several bouquets ornament- 
ed desks of prominent senators. 


Tbe senators-elect, Messrs. Aldrich, 


Lapham and Miller, occupied seats upon 
the floor on the Republican side. 


The senate was called to order by Mr. 


Hairis, who, after prayer by Chaplain 
Bullock, alluded in a feeling 
man 


ner to the late President Garfield, Sen- 
ator Burnside and Secretary Burch, 
said : "I have been requested by a num 
ber of senators on both sides of the 
chamber to call the senate to order. If 
there be no objection, I will call the 
senate to order, that we iriy proceed 
with its business. The senate will 
please come to order, and the clerk will 
report to the senate the message of the 
president convening this session of the 
senate." 


The following message from Presi- 


dent Arthur was then read : 


OBFICI or THI PRESIDENT OP TIIK UNI- 


Titn STATEI, WABBINOTOK, D. C,,Oct, 10. 
— ifo the Senate of the United Ntatet: 
transmit herewith a copy of tbe procla- 
mation for the convening of an extraor- 
dinary session of the Scimle of the Unit- 
ed Htate* at ihB capitol, ID tbe city of 
Washington, on the 10th day of October 
instant, at noon.

The president's proclamation having 


been read, Senator Pendleton moved tbi 
adaption of the following resolution : 


That Thomas F. Bayanl,a senttor from 


tbe state of Delaware, is hereby chosen 
president pro tern of the senate. 


Senator Edmunds said that of course 


he did not object to the present consid- 
eration of the resolution, but thought 
under existing circumstances, it w»i his 
duty to present tbe credentials of the 
senators-elect, which he thereon did. 


Tbe credentials having been read. 


Senator Edmunds moved that the oath 
of office be administered to those gen 
tlemen by Senator Anthony, tbe senio r 
senator. 


Mr. Edmunds said that no reason hat 


been given why the senators-elect should 
not be allowed to take part in the or- 
ganization of the senate, and he there 
fore moved to amend Mr. Pendleton's 
resolution by providing for the immedi 
ate qualification of the incoming mem 
hers, the oath of office to be adminis- 
tered by Senator Anthony. 


Mr. Pendleton moved to lay the mo- 


tion on the table. Carried—yeas 3G. 
nays 34. 


Senator Davis, of Illinois, voted with 


the Republicans. 
Senator Mahone did 


not votc,anil Platt and Fair were paired. 


The amendment offered by Mr. Ed- 


munds gave rise to a short discussion, 
but was finally rejected—yeas 3.'), nays 
31; Mahone, and Davis, of Illinois, 
voting with the Republicans. 


Mr. Edmunds then propose*! another 


amendment providing that Thomas F. 
Bayard shall be elected presiding officer 
for this day only, and argued in support 
of the amendment, contending that it 
would comply with both the letter and 
spirit of the law, and would allow the 
states of New York and Rhode Island 
to have a voice in the election of the 
permanent president pro tern. 


The amendment is still under discus- 


sion, Mr. Morgan at present having the 
floor. 


Senator Beck referred to the action 


of the Democratic president of the sen- 
ate, alter Mr. Fillmore had succeeded to 
tbe presidency of the United States. 


Mr. Edmunds inquired if the sena- 


tors of the two states were denied a 
voice in that election ? 


Mr. Beck said they were not, nor had 


a vice president refused to give an op- 
portunity to elect a president, nor had 
two senators enacted a comic tragedy 
by resigning. 


This reference to Conkling and Platt 


elicited a shout of applause from the 
galleries, which shocked tbe decorum of 
the senate. 


Chairman Harris gave notice that lor 


another similar demonstration he would 
have the Cilleries cleared. 


A yea and nay vole on Mr. Edmunds' 


amendment resulted in its defeat—33 
yeas and 34 nays. 


Mr. Edmunds then offered another 


amendment, substituting the name of 
Senator Anthony for that of Senator 
Bayard, as president pro tern. 


The vote was at once taken, and the 


amendment defeated—yeas 32, nays 34. 


Mahone voted with the Republicans. 


Senator David Davis did not vote. 


Tbe original resolution introduced by 


Mr. Peodleton was then adopted, by 34 
aye* to 32 noes. Davis, of Illinois, did 
not vote. 
Mahone voted with the Re- 


publicans. 


The chair then appointed Senators 


Anthony and Pendleton to escort Pret 
ident Pro Tempore-Elect Bayard to the 
obair. 


Mr. Edmonds moved to. admit the 


senator-elect from Rhode Island, Mr 
Aldrich, and Mr. Pendleton moved to 
adjourn. 


Mr. Pendleton's motion prevailed. 
Adjourned. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Both Re- 


pobliean and Democratic senators met 
in caucus thit morning with t full at- 


tendance, nearly all the absentee* of 
Saturday having since arrived. The 
Repnblioaat remained ia eeetioa but a 
short time, and merely mapped out a 
plan of action to govern through the 
lay. The Democratic eancni remained 
ia session an hoar or more and discussed 
the question which occupied so much 
of their time Saturday, whether or not 
to admit the aew tenttors before eleet- 
ing the secretary. No decision wat 
reached, and the canons adjourned. 


Senator Edmunds this morning pro- 


posed to Senator Pendleton, chairman 
of the Democratic caucus, that a tena- 
tor be elected to eall tbe senate to or- 
der. 
Senator Edmunds said it would 


look more seemly for a senator to con- 
vene the body. This was submitted to 
the Democratic caucus which decided 
to accept, provided the Republicans 
would consent to the selection ot a 
Democratic senator. This wat accept- 
able, and both parties unanimously 
agreed that Senator Harris should call 
the senate to order. In agreeing to 
this tbe Democratic caucus asserted 
the legal right of tbe chief clerk to eall 
a senate to order. 


Senator Edmunds remarked to 


Democratic senator this morning that 
he supposed tbe Democrats were deter- 
mined to elect Bayard, aod as the Re- 
publicans were at a temporary disad- 
vantage, they would have to submit. 


Senator Davit, of Illinois, voted with 


tbe Republicans against laying the res- 
olutions to swear in tbe new senators 
on the table. This created considerable 
stir and tome surprise. He holds that 
tbe Republicans are entitled to the 
presidency of the senate. 


The action of Senator Davis, of Illi- 


nois, in voting with the Republicans, is 
the topio of much discussion. Hit vote 
would give tbe Republicans a majority 
after the three senators elect shall have 
been sworn in, add the Republican sen- 
ators have said that they were in favor 
of using their advantage to elect a pres- 
ident as soon as their senators are ad- 
mitted. A Democratic senator, who is 
OD excellent terms with Mr. Davis, says 
the latter told him he believed that the 
Republicans were entitled to the presi- 
dency of the senate, because they car- 
ried the election last year, and especially 
as this official might become the Presi- 
dent of the United States; that to be- 
lieving be would vote to elect a Repub- 
lican, but that if Bayard or any other 
Democrat is elected and installed, he 
(Davis) will accept that as final, and 
will not vote to turn the president out 
to elect a Republican. 


When Senator Mabone's name was 


called there was no response, nor did 
he appear in the senate till half-past 
twelve. 


Secretary Windom resumed his duties 


at tbe treasury department to-day. The 
secretary will soon retire from the cab- 
inet. 
He will be a candidate for the 


Minnesota senatorship, his success be- 
ing almost assured. Before retiring, ii 
is very probable that Mr. Windom wil 
modify his financial policy, in order to 
furthur reduce the annual interest on 
the outstanding government bonds 
Any action in this direction, it is main 
tained by intimate friends of the secre- 
tary, will be without regard to tbe COD 
dition of the money market. An exam- 
ination it now in progress, with a view 
to ascertaining the exact amount ol 
available cash on hand, and, when thai 
question is solved, the future action ol 
Secretary Windom will be determined 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Mr. Scoville, 


Guiteau's counsel, had- an interview 
with R. T. Merrick, of the district bar, 
to-day, and endeavored to obtain the 
services of that gentleman at leading 
counsel in the detente of Quiteau. Mr. 
Merrick declined to connect himself 
with tbe case for the defense, assigning 
various reasons, among others a pressure 
of business in other directions. He 
also informed Sooville that even if his 
business permitted he would not defend 
Qniteau. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—There's a 


great deal of unfavorable comment, in 
army circles and out of them, on the 
proposition to appoint Col. Rockwell 
as quartermaster general over the heads 
of thirty officer* of superior rink in the 
quartermaster's department. An army 
officer gives the following account in 
the Kf})Mican of to-day: "It is a mis- 
take to say that Col. Rockwell was 
backed for the place by the late presi- 
dent. It was, however, so written down 
on the slate of tbe "Chum Cabinet," 
the papir for tbe consummation of the 
purpose being prepared early in August, 
and was ready for the signature of Pres- 
ident Garfield he was lying in his bed 
unable to attend to any busineia. The 
intention was to watch lor the oppor- 
tune moment when the president teem- 
ed to be able to sign his name intelli- 
gently, and then finish the work.

or just after, Gen. Grut wrote and tent 
a letter to the President staling that 
he long desired ud 
now recommended 


the appointment of Gen. Rnfus Ingallt 
to be quartermatter general when that 
office becomes vacant, 


Tbe ex-army officer who give* thit 


information to the XepMica* it a 
"chum" of the high rank oftean of tha 


army, and says he knows generally 
whereof he speaks. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Mr. Sooville, 


Guitean't counsel, is much depressed 
by hit visit to New York. 
He found 


no lawyer willing to undertake the de- 
fense without an exceptionally large 
retainer.
